GENERALSUMMARY.

portions of the North Kohala districts of Hawaii, and very
light rains in the Hilo district. (The districts given for the
several islands are those provided by the late legislative Act.)

The greatest amounts of rainfall were reported from the
Koolaupoko district of Oahu, and ranged from 2.75 to 3.39 in-
ches. The amounts of rainfall, in inches, in the other districts
were: Koolauloa 1.01, Honolulu 0.32 to 1.18, and Ewa 0.11;
Hawaii—North Kohala 0.00 to 0.11, Hamakua 0.00, N. Hilo
0.14 to 0.57, 8. Hilo 0.24 to 0.83, Puna 0.65 to 1.72, Kau 0.68

‘| to 0.75, and &, Kona 2.02; Maui—Hana 0.24 to 0.75, Makawao

0.27 to 0.32, Wailuku 0.31 to 0.67, and Lahaina 0.15; Kanai—
Hanalei 1.26, Kawaihau 0.82, Lilue 0.60, Koloa 0.63, and Wai-
mea 0.56; and Molokai—Molokai 0,20 to 0.86.

The total amount of rainfall was below the weekly average
of ten or more years on windward Hawaii and leeward Oahu,
and in scattered sections of Mani. The departures from the

average, in inches, in the several districts were: Hawaii—N.
Kohala —1.08 to —1.32, Hamakua 1.47, N. Hilo —2,52 to 2.53,
8. Hilo —1.81 to —3.07, Puna —0.78, Kau —0.16 to +-0.15;
Mani—Makawao —1.23, Lahaina —0.08 and Wailukn +-0,18;
Oahu—ZKoolaunloa +4-0.52, Koolaupoko -+1.91 to +2.28, Hono-
lalu —0.24 to —0.77, and Ewa —0.10; and Kauai—Hanalei
+0.07, and Waimea --0.40,

More rainfall than during the preceding week was reported
at all stations on Kauai, Molokai and Maui; at all on Oahu,
excepting in the Ewa district, and at all in the Kan, Kona,
and Puna districts of Hawaii, The excesses did not exceed
100 inch, excepting in the Kona and portions of the Puna dis-
(ricts of Hawaii and the Koolanpoko distriet of Oahu, where
they ranged from 1.36 to 2,94 inches,

The mean temperatures were higher than those of the pre-
ceding week on the leeward sid of Oahu, in the N, Kohala,
Hamakua and 8. Hilo districts of Hawaii, generally on Maui;
elsewhere tHey were loewr; the greatest excess over last
week’s was 3.0 deg. and deficiency 2.1 dg.
